He gave grout Importance to teaching. 
H* I* frequently raid to have taught 
to* people, and eom missioned His 
dlsoiples, saying, •' Go teach.” Tba 
Jaw* ware n tribe of teachers, sad oo* 
would do wall to study some af their 
methods and requirements. Every 
Jewish bom* waa a school. Object 
leaching waa very prominent, night and 
morning lasaooa wore given; besides 
they had their schools.
